PLANNED FOR THE SOUTH 


‘Staple Will Be Stored in 
These Warehouses and 
Money Loaned—About 
4,000,000 Bales Must Be 
Protected.

Washington, August 24.—(Special.)— 
Some of the best brains of the south 
Were concentrated today upon the 
problem of relieving the southern cot- 
ton industry from the incubus of the 
unabsorbed cotton usually taken by 
the foreign mills, but which the Euro- 


pean war disaster has thrown back 


upon the south. 

The exchange of ideas among bank- 
ers, spinners, farmers, member of con- 
gress and other government officials, 
is gradually working out a solution. 

The Important Developments. 

Here are the important developments 
of today which hold out promises of 
hope to the southern cotton farmer: 

1. The treasury department is consid- 
ering the wisdom of further amend- 
ments to the Aldrich-Vreeland emer- 
gency currency law to help the country 
banks and the farmers and encourage 
the big banks to help the little banks. 

9 The senate passed the cotton and 
grain warehousing bill, which will 
make farm products a more attractive 
security for loans. 

3. President Wilson pledged to the 
eotton conference “every legitimate in- 
strumentality of the government” to 
help meet the war crisis. 

In regard to the financial question 
the secretary of the treasury @ade it 
plain that under present conditions the 
Ooniy banks which could secure the ad- 
vantages of the Aldrich-Vreeland ac

Plan Under Advisement.

Fuller E. Callaway, of LaGrange, one 
of the leading cotton mill men in Geor- 
gia, and S. T. Morgan, of Richmond, 
president of the Virginia-Carolina 
Chemical company, told the convention 
that the warehousing problem was not 
as difficult as might ‘e supposed. 

A raised platferm with cotton load- 
ed upon: it, covered with a tarpaulin 
and inclosed with a barbed wire fence, 
under guard and insured against fire 
loss, was enough warehousing to in- 
sure a government license, said Mr. 
Morgan. He asserted that his com- 
pany would build such warehouses 
from Virginia to Texas. 

Muller Callaway Illustrates. 

Mr. Callaway pointed out the steps 
by which the_cotton producer could 
get the benefitgof emergency currency. 

“Let Bill Jones take his one bale of 
cotton~to the warehouse,” said Mr. Cal- 
laway, “and get a receipt for it. Take 
the receipt to the small state bank and 
that bank can loan him a maximum of 
say 6 cents per pound. The state bank 
in turn can take the receipt to the 
national bank and get the money on it, 
and the secretary says that receipt, 
having been properly issued and au- 
thenticated, will be taken by the na- 
tional bank for emergency currency.” 
The matter of Jones selling his bale of 
cotton later is mere business detail 
that easily can be taken care of.” 

That the National Farmers’ union 
was behind the government in its en- 
deavor to give aid, was related by 
H. S. Mobeley, of Arkansas, a repre- 
sentative from that organization. 

He said the plans as outlined were 
faulty because there were not suffi- 
cient warehouses in the south, and that 
if relief was only going through the 
big national banks it would not reach 
‘the fellow between the plow handles.”

Tax Law Best Ever Adopt- 
ed, He Says. 


As the direct result of the tax equal- 
ization act, passed the 1913 session 
of the general assembly, the tax rate 
of the state of Georgia has been low- 
ered from 5 mills to 4.50 mills, or $4.50 
for each $1,990 of taxable property for 
1914. 

This means a

As required by law, Governor John 
M. Slaton and Comptroller General 
Wright met Monday afternoon and the 
rate was forméd@lly fixed at 4.50 mills. 

At this rate "he revenue of the state 
from this sour@e, less the cost of col- 
lection, will be $4,030,289. Revenue 
from other sources, such as the lease 
of the W. & A. railroad, amounts to 
$2,069,318, making a total of $6,099,598. 

The regular appropriations for 1914 
amount to $65,939,878; extra appropria- 
tions amount to $134,720, or a total:‘of 
$6,074,595, leaving a balance of $25,003 
after all appropriations are paid out. 

This is the first time in years that 
the tax rate has been lowered. 

Gevernor Slaton Elated. 

Governor Slaton was elated at the re- 
ylt. He said: 
*“T had predicted 
state in the speeches I! 
tax equalization law. 

“My promise to the people of Georgia 
has been fulfilled. 

“Every county in the state should cut 
its tax rate. 

“This is the first time in years that 
the tax rate has been cut. I congratu- 
late the people of Georgia and the leg- 
islature on the result. The control of 
appropriations is now restored to the 
people of Georgia who pay the money. 

“The tax equalization act is the best 
law passed by any legislature in fifty 
years.” o 

Judge Hart's Statement. 

Judge John C. Hart, tax equalizer, 
submitted the following statement to 
Governor Slaton Monday: 

“To His Excellency, John M. Slaton, 
Governor, and William A. Wright, 
Comptroller General—Gentlemen: I am 
inclosing you a summary of the tax 
digests of the, several counties of his 
state for the year 1914. I am a:so0 
sending you a detailed statement of 
the return of,each county. 

“It will be observed that the total 
increase of the property values of Geor- 
gia subject to ad valorem tax amounts 
to approximately $83,000,000. This, as 
stated, is the face value of these re- 
turns. While in point ot fact the actual 
increase in revenue will exceed that. 
A great deal of property has been dis- 
covered and assessed for the first time, 
and where such delinquency was the 
result of an effort at tax evasion, 
double taxed. I believe you may safe- 
ly conclude in fixing the tax rate this

“I know, because I chanced to be 
governor at the time,” he told the 
committee, “and the measures 
Mr. Donalson opposed were those I was 
intensely interested in se@ing put 
through the legislature of Georgia. I 
knew of his record when his name was 
placed before the department of justice, 
but I joined in indorsing. him. If he 
is not confirmed now it will place me 
ina most unenviable position and seem 
to prove all the untruthful charges that 
were made against me in connection 
with this office during the late cam- 
paign.”

Dr. Garrett 
said last night that Brown represented 
the woman with him as his wife, but 
that later he found out that she was 
not his wife. 

The detectives state that Mrs. Fry, 
who is a divorcee, was a sweetheart of 
Brown. <Accdrding to them, Mrs. Fry 
has confessed to having a date with 
Brown Sunday night, about the time he 
was murdered, at a place near the 
spot where his body was found. 

The police have established no de- 
cided theory yet as to how Brown was 
murdered, but state that they firmly 
believe Mrs, Fry can throw some light 
on the mystery. She will be put through 
the third degree this morning. 

His Body Is Found. 

The lifeless body of W. T. Brown 
who had been murdered and robbee, 
his pockets having been turned inside 
out and his watch jerked from its 
chain, was found Monday morning 
about 6:30 o’clock on Cherry street 
near the corner of Fifth street.

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In First Big Battle 
Allies Are Defeated 
All Along the Line 


French War Office in Guarded Announcement 
Admits Serious Reverses, and Says Allies 
Have Retired* to Covering Positions—It Is

The French and British troops opposing the invasion 
of the German army in Belgium have suffered a serious 
reverse, according to the official announcement issued by 
the French war office. In the battle line, which extends 
from Mons to the Luxemburg frontier, several army corps, 
composed of both British and French, took the offensive 
on Sunday against the Germans, but their plan of attack 
failed, owing to the ‘‘unforeseen difficulties.”’ as de- 
on the covering positions. 
Lhe losses on both sides are reported as extremely 
heavy, and the French officials describe the Germans as 
being obliged to establish themselves in fresh positions in 
Lorraine. 

The French have abandoned those portions of Alsace 
and Lorraine which they previously had oceupied, and 
now look for heavy fighting in French territory. 

Detachments of German cavalry, operating on the 
extreme right, have reached Roubaix, a few miles north 
of Lille. This territory is defended only by reservists. 

At Tsing-Tau, capital of Kiao-Chow, the German 
protectorate in China, the German forces have prepared 
fora bombardment by the Japanese fleet by dynamiting 
all the tall structures there which might be used by the 
attacking forces as sighting points. They also have taken 
all possible measures to oppose the advance of a Japanese 
field army. 

There is a report emanating from Rome and Avlona 
that the Albanian insurgents have entered Avlona and 
raised their flag. 

Emperor Nicholas of Russia is reported to have gone 
to the headquarters of the Russian army, which has taken 
the offensive in full strength and is said to be advancing 
rapidly in east and west Prussia. 

A late dispatch from Copenhagen gives further 
reports from Austria that Emperor Francis Joseph is in 
a grave condition. 


French and British Broken 
When They Went Dashing 


Against German Legions 


Paris, August 25.—(1:15 a. m.)—The military situation was 
discussed at a special meeting of the cabinet at Elysee palace last 
night, presided over by President Poincare. The deliberations 
lasted three hours. 

The French war office issued the following announcement 
tonight : | 

“The French and English, the plan of attack having failed, 
owing to unforeseen difficulties, have retired on the covering posi- 
tions. 

“West of the Meuse the English army on our left was attacked 
by the Germans, but behaved admirably, Holding its ground with 
traditional steadfastness. 

“The French assumed the offensive with two army corps. An 
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African brigade in the front line, 


carried away by their eagerness, 


were received by a murderous fire. They did not give an‘inch, but, 
counter-attacked by the Prussian guard, they were obliged to retire,

Englishmen know 
that most of the best regiments of 
their army are fighting a battle on 
which the future of the empire may 
depend. Many thousands have relatives 
and friends in the army; they know the 
death roll probably will be longer than 
in the case of any British force since 
the Crimean war. 

The only information the country has 
had regarding the battle is contained 
in brief official bulletins, of a vague 
character, and these have not been 
cheering. Throughout London the peo- 


) ple tonight are in much more serious | 


mood than at any time since they faced 
the war. There are no scenes of gaiety 
in the theaters and restaurants and the 
crowded streets are quiet. 

This does not mean that there is any 
less determination upon the Part of 
Britons—only that the people are be- 
ginning to realize what this war may 
cost. On every side are heard declara- 
tions that the country must be pre- 
pared for a long and exhausting 
struggle. 

While not many § reproaches come 
from supporters of Lord Roberts’ cru- 
sade for compulsory military service, 
not a few admit they never realized 
how small a part the British army 
counted in a great European Struggle. 

‘Thus far, England has felt the war 
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far less than any European nation en- 
faged, probably less than Holland and 
Switzerland, but now waiting for the 
issue of the battle and for the lists of 
killed and wounded the English people 
understand all that it means. 

Every boat from Belgium comes 
crowded with impoverished refugees, 
who have fled before the German in- 
vasion. An organization is being 
formed to care for these people and 


part of the Prince of Wales’ relief fund, | 
which amounts to more than $7,500,000, ° 


will be sent to Antwerp for sufferers 
who have taken refuge there. Thou- 
sands of Belgians have crossed the 
French border for asylum, and a com- 
mittee will arrange for their relief. 
England and France apparently pro- 
pose to care for their smaller ally, who 
thus far has borne the brunt of_ the 
hardships which the war entails. 


Great Victory Won Over French 
Being Claimed by the Germans 


Berlin, August 24.—(By wireless to 
Associated Press from Nauen, Germany, 
to Sayville, L. 1.)—Official announce- 
ment was made here today that the 
German army, commanded by Grand 
Duke Albrecht, of Wuertemberg, had 
defeated a French army at Neufcha- 
teau.

The Germans are west of the river 
Meuse and advancing against Mau- 
bauge. They have defeated an English 
brigade of cavalry. 


Great Battle in East Germany 
Fought and Won by Russians 


London, August 24.—(3 a. m.)—A dis- 
patch to The Daily Mail today from S8t. 
Petersburg says the first great battle 
in the east Prussian theater of opera- 
tions has been fought and won by the 
Russians, who gained a complete vic- 
tory after Six days of desperate fight- 
ing. 

“The battle front,” 
continues, “extended nearly thirty 
miles on both sides of the main rail- 
way line running from Eydtkuhnen, a 
town on the Russian border, westward. 
The fightmg began Thursday when the 
Russians attacked the German first di- 
vision, which had delivered several un- 
successful assaults on Eydtkuhnen. The 
forces on both sides were gradually in- 
creased, the Germans finally having 
three army corps engaged. 

“Fierce fighting took place at Gum- 
bianen on Thursday, whén the Ger- 
mans attempted to turn the Russian 
right flank. Though the attack here 
was conducted with the utmost vigor, 
the attempt was frustrated by the 
bravery and stubbornness of the Rus- 
sian troops on this wing. The Rus- 
sians took the opportunity by the con- 
centration of the Germans to the north- 
ward to direct a vigorous assault on 
their center, whereby they captured 
many guns. 

“On Friday the Russian west wing 
pressed onward and toward evening 
drove the enemy out of their positions,

The Germans then asked for an armis- 
tice that they might carry away their 
dead and wounded. This was refused. 

“Yesterday the battle was decided. 
The Germans hastily retreated, pursued 
by the Russians. The enemy's losses 
were very heavy. The Russians cap- 
tured Airas and Goldap. Reports that 
the Russians have occupied Insterburg 
seem to be official. This means that 
Tilsit, a town on the left bank of the 
Nieman, 60 miles north of Konigsberg, 
has been cut off from communication 
with ether parts of Prussia. 

"In the fighting from Monday to 
Friday, eight German regiments of the 
field’ army and six Landwehr regi- 
ments, totalling about 70,000 men with 
200 guns, took part. Later the num- 
ber was reinforced to more than 
100,000 men. The German forces avail- 
able in east Prussia besides the inde- 
pendent cavalry division, are five army 
corps of the  fleld army, totalling 
210,000 men, with 540 field guns and 
180 Howitzers, besides a considerable 
number of siege guns. 

“The country where the Russians 
will advance is full of large and small 
lakes, rivers, canals and marshes. 
These natural advantages the Germans 
have, strengthened by a large number 
of fortifications, including the fortress- 
es of Konigsberg, Allenstein, Dansic 
and Thorn. But besides these the 
whole country is strewn with fortifica- 
tions and permanent field works of 
every description, largely armed with 
heavy guns. All these military meas- 
ures show the immense strategic im- 
portance of east Prussia.”

Big Mounds of Germans Dead - 
Around the Forts of Liege 


; 

Paris, August 24.—The Petit Jour- 
nale publishes the following details of 
the fighting around Liege, obtained by 
it from a Belgian officer: 

“German troops rushed on the barbed 
wire defenses before the forts of Liege 
in the darkness of night. A very 
strong current of electricity was be- 
ing maintained in these wires, and as 
a result the first ranks of the Germans 
were electrocuted. 

‘“Tinchecked the assailants followed in 
masses, but they were blinded by the 
glare of powerful gearchlights. They 
hesitated and started to retire. At that 
moment a heavy fire of rifles and ar- 
tillery was concentrated on the mass 


of German troops, and they were cut 
to pieces. The mass of bodies formed 
a@ mound, in some places many feet 
high. 

“To drown out the groans of the 
wounded the German bugles “sounded 
martial airs, and the troops united in 
cheering. 

“Near one fort two columns of Ger- 
mans, blinded by the glare of Belgian 
searchlights, attacked each other. This 
incident was seen from the fort. When 
one side seemed to have the better of 
the struggle, the Belgian officer goes 
on to say, our artillery fired into both 
sides alike, thus making the struggle 
more even.” :

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THE REDUCED TAX RATE. 

The new tax rate was declared yesterday 
by Governor Slaton and Comptroller Gen- 
eral Wright, who are authorized by law to 
fix the rate. 

The new rate is only four and one-half 
mills against the constitutional limit of five 
mills which has prevailed in Georgia ever 
since the adoption of the constitutional 
amendment fixing this as the limit. 

This is the first triumph of the tax equali- 
zation law, and it will save the taxpayers of 
the state a full million dollars, which, with- 
out the new law, they would have had to pay 
from their pockets as taxes for the next 
year—this not to mention the saving that 
will result in the reduction of the county tax 
rates which as the result of the new law 
will be general throughout the state. 

One of the promises made for the new 
tax law was that its first effect would be to 
reduce the tax rate, just as in Kansas a 
similar law in a few years reduced the tax 
rate from six to two mills. This promise 
was bitterly attacked on the floor of the 
house a year ago, as a political pledge im- 
possible of fulfillment. Not only has the 
pledge been fulfilled, but the reduction is 
even larger than was expected. It was be- 
lieved that the taxpayers would be saved a 
half million dollars by the new tax rate, but 
the new rate doubles that saving—the most 
notable triumph of the kind ever on record 
in the state. 

Now that the tax rate has for the first 
time fallen below the five mills limit, it can 
never be put there again so long as the pres- 
ent law stands. On the other hand, another 
year will probably reduce the rate to four 
mills and each year should show an addi- 
tional saving of half a mill until the tax rate 
is put to perhaps two and one-half mills. 

That the new 


can be no possible doubt, and before another 


tax law will stand there 
year passes it will be found that its strongest 
supporters will come from the country coun- 
ties of the state. 

Of all of the candidates for state honors 
in the recent primary not one opposed the 
new law, and of the candidates for senatorial 
honors those who advocated the new law re- 
ceived by far the largest vote. In the sena- 
torial election the vote of those opposing the 
new law as against those advocating or not 
opposing it, is by far a minority of the full 
vote of the state. 

The new law has not only won on the 
popular vote, but it has vindicated itself in 
a manner and to a degree that even sur- 
passes the expectation of its warmest sup- 


porters. 


A MODEL CITIZEN. 


When the body of Joseph Hirsch was 
buried Sunday afternoon there stood by in 
silent and uncovered reverence not alone 
Jew and Gentile, but representatives of ev- 
ery class and calling in Atlanta. There 
were the merchant and banker, the doctor, 
the lawyer, the public official, leading rep- 
resentatives of Atlanta’s foremost charitable 
institutions, and, most impressive of all, 
men to whom not only these institutions, 
but to whom the man himself had been a 
friend in need, gathered to pay their last 
tribute—a gathering intensely typical of the 
manifold life of a man who for half a cen- 
tury made Atlanta a model citizen. 

Joseph Hirsch Was one of those compara- 
tively rare characters whose public life 
fe counterpart to the life they live in busi- 
ness and in the home—men who accept 


public positions neither for emolument nor | 


for glory, but for the service which it en- 
ables them to render others. He was one of 
those men whose response to a call from 
church, charitable organization, or city, was 
as prompt and, from personal standpoint, as 
disinterested as if it had come from his 
family or his business associates. He let 
nothing stand in the way of his service to 
others where that service was needed. 

Rendering devout service to his church 
and faith, holding the presidency of the 
Jewish synagogue through a quarter of a 
century, and having been a foremost factor 
in the successful building of the Hebrew 
Orphans’ Home, his work rather began than 
stopped there; for in the wide fleld of hu- 
manitarian effort Mr. Hirsch was a man who 
knew neither sect nor religion. In fact, Mr. 
Hirsch is perhaps best known as “the 
father’ of Grady Hospital, an institution 
where every class and sect and creed, and 
many who know no creed at all, are brought 
for the relief of physical suffering. One of 
the foremost among the founders of that in- 
stitution, he served it as trustee from its 
inception and was president.of the board at 
his death. ° 

In his private charities Mr. Hirsch was 
equally generous, equally unostentatious. 
There was never a worthy call made upon 
him but it brought substantial answer; and 
in the course of his half century of business 
life he gave away thousands of dollars to 
help relieve the pressing wants of fellow 
human beings. . 

In his public service as member of the 
city council or aldermanic board, or in other 
capacity, there was as little thought of self- 
aggrandizement as in his lifelong charities. 
His chief thought was of service, whether 
to family or business, to city or fellowman; 
and he was fortunate in his business suc- 
cesses that enabled him to follow this nat- 
urally generous bent. 

Atlanta is fortunate in the possession of 
some citizens upon whom she never calls in 
vain. Of these the late Joseph Hirsch was 
typical, a fact to which the manifold and 
varied attendance at his funeral Sunday 
bore eloquent testimony. He will go into 
Atlanta’s history as one of the city’s repre- 
sentative builders and as a model citizen. 


THE RAYBURN BILL MENACE. 


There is another deep-seated menace in 
the Rayburn railroad securities bill, now 
pending in the United States senate, in addi- 
tion to those to which The Constitution has 
already called attention, and against which 
it has entered emphatic protest on the 
ground that the measure, as it now stands, 
seriously threatens southern development. 

The Constitution has pointed out that if 
the interstate commerce commission is to be 
made final arbiter of every new issue of 
railroad securities, whether for short or 
trunk line; and if the railroad commissions 
of states through which the applying line 
runs are to be given the right of objection 
and protest, whether the new construction is 
to be made in their state or not, railroad de- 
velopment in the south is liable to suffer not 
only in the matter of delay on the part of the 
commission at Washington, due to the hun- 
dreds of applications before it, but possibly 
also through the influence of outside agen- 
cies which have no direct interest in the sec- 
tion involved. 

Harper's Weekly, in an editorial to ap- 
pear this week, an advance copy of which 
has reached The Constitution, and which is 
published elsewhere, calls attention to an- 
other and almost equally serious menace in 
the Rayburn bill, this time to the authority 
of the states themselves. 

While the Rayburn bill 
cifically take away from the railroad com- 
missions of the states the right and author- 
ity to pass upon security issues, it does so 
by implication; for the effect of it would 
naturally be to deprive the state boards of 
this authority by centering it in the national 
sommission at Washington. Many of the 
railroads of the country would welcome this; 
they have long sought a method of breaking 
away from the authority of the state com- 
missions. This is particularly true of those 
lines operating in already developed terri- 
tory—lines whose security issues are put out 
more for the purpose of financial juggling, 
perhaps, than for territorial development 
and the building of new business. 

Under the plan of the Rayburn bill, there- 
fore, the railroad commission of Alabama, 
for example, would no longer have the au- 
thority to pass upon an issue of securities by 
the Southern, the Seaboard, the Central or 
Atlantic Coast Line, for the purpose of build- 
ing a short line or extension in that state; 
but it would have the right to go before the 
interstate commerce commission and enter 
its protest against such a development in 
Georgia or in any other state in which 
those roads operate. 

The danger in a situation of this sort is 
self-evident. It is a two-edged danger to the 
south—one which strikes at the rights of the 
states themselves, while the other would 
tend to check construction in territory where 
it is most needed. 

It is not to be credited that southern 
democrats will silertly permit the enact- 
ment of legislation so fraught with possible

How to Utilize American Potash 


——OR-— 


How to Do Without German Potash 


DURING THE WAR 


By J. 8. BROGDON,

The fact that potash salts when applied 

as a fertilizer to the soil give profitable in- 
crease of crops is beyond all question. The 
fact now confronts the manufacturers of 
commercial fertilizers and the farmers that 
the only source of supply of potash has been 
cut off by the European war. Only a small 
percentage of the potash requirements for 
the coming season are on hand and it is not 
likely any more can be imported, as Ger- 
many has a world-monopoly on this ma- 
terial. 
Since the potash famine exists and must 
met the writer begs to offer a chemical 
means of utilizing such potash as we have 
that is now useless. 

We have plenty of potash in America if 
we will only use it. 

Dr. Soule’s Statement. 

Dr. Andrew M. Soule, president of the 
Georgia State College of Agriculture, is sup- 
ported by the authorities of all the experi- 
ment stations when he said .before the 
national fertilizer convention at Atlantic 
City that good normal soil of the United 
States contains 7,000 to 10,000 pounds of 
potash per acre. The most barren soil has 
a8 much as a thousand pounds of potash 
acre in the few top inches. This 
potash is locked chemically, so tightly 
that the plant cannot feed on it. There is 
a Key to this lock that works easily if 
you only Know how to use it. 

Dr A. D. Hall, director of the well- 
known English experiment station at Roth- 
amsted, said in his book, “The Soil” (page 
219): “These determinations show that as 
much as half of the additions of soluble 
potash salts applied to the land during the 
past fifty years are retained chiefly by the 
Surface soil.” 

Much of the German potash that has 
been applied to American soil is still there. 
The writer is convinced that there has been 
a woeful waste of potash salts. About forty 
pounds of potash are required to grow a 
bale of cotton and some of this is returned 
to the land in the leaves and stalks. 

The phosphoric acid of phosphate rock 
can be made into available acid phosphate 
for plants by treating it with sulphuric acid. 
Is it not just as reasonable to believe that 
tne potash in the soil minerals can be made 
available by chemical means? 

These potash minerals of the soil are in 
a very finely divided condition, many are 
not any larger than the point of a needle. 
They are not soluble in goil water. This 
is the great problem—to render these small 
particles of potash minerals soluble; then 
the potash can be absorbed by the weakest 
plant.

What Experiments Teach. 


All these experiments teach that if phos- 
Phoric acid, nitrogen and lime are used 
together as a fertilizer larger crops can be 
grown than had phosphoric acid, nitrogen 
and potash been used. Potash is not needed 
if limestone is used. 

It will be interesting to consider how 
mutch potash can be liberated by 100 pounds 
of Iimestone. If it were possible to carry 
out this chemical reaction exactly for every 
100 pounds of limestone used, $4 pounds of 
actual potash would be liberated. 

In practice, however, it is not possible 
to expect any such yields, as it is impos- 
sible to get al) the limestone in contact with 
potash minerals of the soil. It is hard to 
Say how much potash can be liberated by 
100 pounds of limestone. The practical way 
is to put a great excess of limestone—as 
much as 2,000 pounds per acre weuld not 
be too much—to be broadcasted in the fall 
of the year. When applied in the drill 
bring good returns. 

Nitrate of soda will also liberate potash 
in the soil. 


Potash May Be Omitted. 


The writer realizes that some farmers 
will demand potash in their fertilizers. The 
manufacturer should explain the benefits of 
ground limestone and persuade him to use 
fertilizers that contain 1 per cent of potash 
1w/xed with ground limestone. he writer 
believes that with liberal applications of 
finely ground limestone to the land potash 
may be omitted from the formula. 

The use of cottonseed meal should be 
encouraged to the utmost. Cottonseed meal 
contains about 2 per cent potash and an 
equal amount of phosphoric acid.

New Houses and Health. 


(From The Journal of the American Medical 
Association.) 

New houses are constantly offered for 
rent in large numbers in the United States, 
and real estate agents are naturally anxious 
to fill the houses on their lists with tenants 
as soon as possible. Probably a little inves- 
tigation would show the desirability in this 
country of requiring a certificate that a new 
house will not endanger the health of its 
occupants before families are allowed to 
move into it. Such municipal regulations 
are proving valuable in England. Toward 
the close of 1912 the Portsmouth (England) 
corporation decided that thereafter no new 
building intended for human habitation in 
that borough should be occupied until it 
had been certified as sanitary in every re- 
spect. Dr. A. Mearns Fraser says: “The 
principal evil that it will prevent is the 
occupation of houses before they have had 
time to dry.” He adds: “I would far sooner 
live in a ‘house with defective drainage than 
in a damp house; the results from the latter 
are more insidious in their onset and more 
difficult to overcome. Dampness undoubted- 
ly greatly favors the incidence of consump- 
tion, bronchitis, rheumatism, heart disease 
and diphtheria. Probably children are more 
susceptible to the ill effects of damp houses 
than adults.”. The departments of health of 
our cities might well take up this question. 
Probably most American municipalities al- 
ready thave the legal power necessary to re- 
quire such certificates and the question is 
only one of making the regulation and 
establishing the custom.

In speaking of this conference and 
of the general cotton situation, Mr. Jor- 
dan said:

week in Washington, and state and 
county meetings are being called all 
over the south. The governor of Texas 
has convened the state legislature in 
extraordinary session, and other gov- 
ernors of the cotton states are being 
petitioned to do the same thing. 

“All the great powers of the East- 
ern Hemisphere hav declared war, and 
millions of men are engaged in the 
deadly conflict of arms. Commerce on 
the high seas is blocked, industrial 
life among the warring nations is par- 
alyzed and business is at a standstill. 
The cotton exchanges of the world are 
closed, the click of the cable has ceased 
and spot markets for cotton are open 
‘for only a limited purchase of the sta- 
ple at prices far below the cost of pro- 
duction. 

“In this hour of travail, when the 
clouds look dark for cotton growers 
and every line of business in the south, 
what action should the people take to 

rotect their interests is being asked 
4 every hamlet, town and city from 
Virginia to the Rio Grande. 

“I have, perhaps, had re much expe- 
rience in helping to combat low prices 
for spot cotton in the past as any man 
in the south. Just ten years ago the 
cotton growers faced a situation re- 
Zarding the matter of supply and de- 
mand of raw cotton which in many re- 
spects was even more depressing than 
the present, and by united effort won 
the victory. This was during the cot- 
ton season of 1904-5 The largest cot- 
ton crop ever gro’ wn in the south prior 
to 1904 was in 1898, when the growers 
harvested 10,900,000 bales. 

“Thecrop of 1903 was 9,500,000 bales, 
In 1904 the production reached the 
enormous total of 13,500,000 bales, or 
4,000,000 bales in excess of the previ- 
Ous year, and the spinning world stood 
aghast at the magnitude of the crop. 
Immediately prices tumbled from $20 
to $25 per bale, and for sixty days the 
south was wrapped in gloom and de- 
spondency, apparently powerless to 
prevent a financial depression, which 
would be felt in every avenue of trade 
throug rhout Dixie. 

“The south’s financ 
limited, and no aid from the federal 
government was available. I called 
the people together at New Orleans in 
January. 1905, and, with every cotton 
state fully represented, plans for co- 
operative action were mapped out, put 
into speedy opération, and in a few 
months spot cotton was again selling 
for 11 cents per pound, and every in- 
terest in the south was in good shape. 


Can Control This Situation. 


“To those who may not be posted, I 
wish to say that there has not been a 
single year since 1900 when spot cotton 
has not sold for 11 cents per pound at 
some period during each vear, although 
the price may have been temporarily 
depressed to 6 cents per pound, as it 
was in the spring of 1905. 

“The present depression in the price 
of spot cotton will be only temporary. 
Every cotton mill in the world which 
can turn a spindle will soon be oper- 
ating over time, and as soon as the 
European conflict is over the demand 
for American cotton will be unprece- 
dented and high prices will prevail. 

“We have every reason to believe 
that the federal government will dis- 
tribute several hundred million dollars 
among southern banks to finance cot- 
ton in storage until it is needed in the 
world’s markets. The cotton confer- 
ence at New Orleans on the 27th and 
28th will belargely attended by lead- 
ing business men from all over the 
south. Systematic plans for co-opera- 
tive action in every state and county 
in the cotton belt will be outlined and 
adopted at that convention. 

“My advice to the growers is to sell 
no cotton at this time for less than 12 
cents per pound. Let that price be the 
minimum, basis middling, and we will 
goon be able to handle the situation 
and avoid heavy losses which will en- 
sue if cotton is dumped on an unpro- 
tected market. 

“There is no occasion for depression 
and loss of hope. The civilized world 
must have our cotton. It is a world’s 
necessity, and the present temporary 
check in its consumption cannot last 
beyond a few months.” 

Interest in Macon Meeting. 

Because of the cheerful and optimis- 
tic manner in which the Georgia peo- 
ple are going about making their prep- 
arations to protect the present cotton 
crop and meet the unprecedented con- 
ditions caused by the European war, 
the entire south is awaiting the out- 
come of the Macon meeting, which will 
be held Thursday.

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COTTON MEASURE 


THROUGH SENATE 


Senator Hoke Smith Suc- 
ceeds in Passing Ware- 
housing Bill, Which Will 
Make South’s Staple At- 
tractive Security. 


By John Corrigan, Jr. 

Washington, August 24.—The senate 
today adopted the Smith cotton ware- 
housing bill, which provides for gov- 
ernment licensing of warehouses and 
the issuance of certificates which it 
is believed will be attractive security at 
banks and enable farmers to hold their 
cotton. 

The bill was amended to include in 
its provisions grain, tebacco, naval 
stores and canned salmon. An at- 
tempt on the part of Senator Chilton, 
of West Virginia, to bring under its 
provisions peaches, apples and oil was 
defeated. 

Senator Smith agreed to the grain 
and tabacco amenaments because he 
was assured it would be impossible to 
pass the bill throtigh the house unless 
this was done. 

It is expected that the measure will 
be amended in conference to provide 
that only “cotton and other agricultur- 
al non-perishable articles” shall be 
within its provisions. 

Smith Sharply Chides Senators. 

Senator Smith somewhat sharply 
chided senators whom he charged were 
treating with levity a subject of vital 
interest to.the south. he eanestly re- 
minded them that the situation had 
many elements of tragedy for the peo- 
ple of his section. 

So impressive was the remonstrance 
that after he had spoken every amend- 
ment was voted down, including amend- 
ments affecting apples, peaches and 
oil. 

“I confess it with some pain 1 
have heard senators put amendments 
intended to be trivial and make speech- 
es intended not to be serious. If sen- 
ators wish to kill the bill, let them vote 
to do it. If they begrudge the small 
relief to the people who will be bene- 
fited by this bill let them kill it. I 
do not deny their right to do it. but I 
entreat them to treat the subject seri- 
ously.
